u  This  exploit  w'as  celebrated  by  a  Frenchman,  Germain  de  Brec,  the  above 
Germanus  Brixius,  in  a  Latin  poem,  styled  *  Chordigerse  navis  conflagratio,’  in 
which,  however,  he  was  not  content  to  extol  the  valour  and  bravery  of  his  coun¬ 
trymen,  but  indulged  in  many  opprobrious  expressions  against  the  English.  The 
great  Sir  Thomas  More  ridiculed,  in  several  of  his  epigrams,  the  extravagances  of 
the  Frenchman.  Brixius,  on  this,  grew  exasperated,  and,  notwithstanding  the 
earnest  dissuasion  of  Erasmus,  who  was  friendly  to  both,  published  his  i  Antimorus / 
answering  Erasmus,  though  contrary  to  truth,  that  when  he  received  his  letters  it 
was  no  longer  in  his  power  to  suppress  the  publication.  But  when  Erasmus 
wrote  to  the  same  effect  to  Sir  Thomas  More,  imploring  his  forbearance,  More, 
though  vehemently  and  personally  attacked,  replied,  ‘  I  had  hoped  Brixius  would 
produce  something  learned  and  witty,  that  might  amuse  even  me  his  antagonist,, 
who  am  not  apt  to  take  offence  at  a  joke.  At  this  rude  and  envenomed  concoc¬ 
tion  I  could  but  laugh,  and  was  resolved  to  give  no  answer  at  all.  Other  men, 
however,  in  whose  judgment  with  regard  to  my  affairs,  I  have  more  confidence 
than  in  my  own,  judged  otherwise.  They  were  of  opinion  that  there  would  be 
some  who  would  read  the  Antimorus  of  Brixius  without  knowing  the  Chordigera, 
and  my  Epigrams;  and  that  therefore  it  might  be  well  done  to  publish  all  this 
together  in  one  book,  and  thus  to  present  it  to  the  reader.’  ” 
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“  And  yet  that  thou  mayest  see,  my  Erasmus,  (he  wrote  in  a  subsequent  let¬ 
ter,)  how  much  readier  I  am  to  obey  thee  than  Brixius,  know  that,  although  at 
the  receipt  of  thy  letter  my  book  was  not  only  under  the  press,  but  already 
printed,  I  have  yet  bought  in  all  the  copies  thereof,  and  keep  them  with  me,  with 
the  exception  only  of  the  two  copies  sent  to  thee  and  iEgidius,  and  five  others 
the  printer  had  sold  already.’’  This  was  certainly  no  common  trait  of  modera¬ 
tion,  especially  in  an  author ;  neither  was  there  any  doubt  among  the  learned 
public  to  whom  the  victory  belonged.

***  A  curious  collection  of  scarce  volumes  of  Poetry,  The  first  is  parti- 
ticularly  so,  and  is  described  as  being  an  elegant  piece  of  composition.  The  se¬ 
cond  book,  by  George  Bock,  consists  of  Elegies,  addressed  to  some  of  the  most 
celebrated  personages  of  the  sixteenth  century,  and  Epigrams,  ‘  mire  jocosa  et 
festiva.’

The  engravings  are  very  choice  impressions,  and  consist  of  many  views  of  all  the 
churches,  colleges,  halls,  libraries,  theatre,  schools,  Clarendon  press ,  and  other  public 
buildings,  views  of  the  different  streets,  gardens,  ancient  houses,  painted  windows , 
antiquities,  and  every  object  of  curiosity  in  the  university  and  city  of  Oxford. 


Churches,  nearly  or  quite  every  one  in  the 
county,  with  its  principal  monuments, 
brasses,  ancient  inscriptions,  arms  of 
the  families,  ancient  fonts,  and  other 
portions  curiously  carved,  or  otherwise 
objects  of  interest  to  the  antiquarian 
or  historian. 

Numerous  views  of  the  various  abbeys, 
priories,  hospitals,  and  other  ancient 
religious  houses,  formerly  standing 
in  the  county,  of  which  hut  few  frag¬ 
ments  now  remain.

Viscount  Nuneham,  and  many  others 
of  great  rarity  and  interest. 

Views  of  the  City  of  Oxford,  and  other 
various  towns  and  villages,  are  very 
numerous  and  interesting. 


Portraits. — A  most  numerous  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  celebrated  characters  that 
have  lived  or  been  connected  with  the 
university,  city,  or  county,  during  the 
last  century  and  upwards,  those  of 
the  Marlborough  family  are  probably 
unique  ;  many  of  the  Harcourt  and 
other  noble  families,  chancellors, 
bishops,  judges,  heads  of  houses, 
professors,  eminent  divines,  various 
officers  of  the  university  and  city, 
together  with  other  learned  men  who 
have  received  their  education  in  it ;

Antiquities. — The  engravings  of  an¬ 
cient  Roman  pavements,  marbles, 
statues,  vases,  cups,  coins,  seals,  and 
other  antiquities,  are  very  numerous 
and  interesting.

Bridges  throughout  the  county  are  very 
numerous,  and  some  very  ancient 
and  interesting. 

The  monumental  drawings  and  inscrip¬ 
tions  are  also  extremely  beautiful  and 
numerous ;  they  illustrate  not  only 
all  parts  of  the  county,  but  the  his- 
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tory  of  nearly  every  family  of  note 
at  all  connected  with  it,  from  the 
most  remote  period  to  the  present 
time. 

The  numerous  views  of  Oxford  and  its 
environs,  and  other  beautiful  pros¬ 


pects  throughout  the  county,  include 
nearly  or  quite  every  picturesque 
spot.

***  The  author  of  this  curious  volume,  says  Wood,  was  one  of  the  principal 
lights  of  learning  in  his  time  ;  he  is  spoken  of  in  terms  of  much  commendation  by 
Erasmus,  Tonstal,  Latymer,  Colet,  and  others.  Of  his  early  education  he  himself, 
in  this  volume,  relates  a  curious  anecdote.  He  states  that  Thomas  Langton, 
Bishop  of  Winchester,  noticing  in  him  a  knowledge  of  medicine  far  above  his  age, 
remarked  that  he  was  reserved  for  better  things;  and  a  few  days  afterwards  sent 
him,  at  his  own  expense,  to  a  school  in  Italy  to  learn  the  arts,  at  the  same  time 
supplying  him  with  an  annual  allowance.

Pace  was  employed  by  Henry  VIII.  in  several  embassies ,  which  he  performed  with 
great  honour  to  himself  and  the  English  nation.  He  afterwards  settled  at  Oxford , 
and  was  made  Dean  of  St.  Paul’s,  and  is  spoken  of  by  Stowe,  and  other  historians, 
as  being  a  man  of  great  integrity  and  honour.  The  above  work  is,  as  the  title 
indicates,  written  for  the  express  purpose  of  showing  the  advantage  of  study;  and 
is  so  interspersed  with  anecdotes  of  Sir  Thomas  More ,  and  others ,  that  it  has  been 
rendered  not  only  instructive ,  but  entertaining .
